He had col­ 
lected 16 cents and was having 
good luck adding to the sum when 
the accident occurred Saturday 
afternoon. 
Later In Providence Hospital, 
Bo b b y ' s dad. an electrician, 
brushed back a tear and said 
proudly, ' He'll get along okay. 
That kid's got all the spunk in 
the world,“ Hospital attendants, 
echoing the father s words, said 
today Bohby was in fair condition 
and was holding his own.

Bus Boycott 


In Tallahassee 


. TALLAHASSEE. Fla . V» - Ne­ 
groes sat where they pleased on 
near empty city buses during ear­ 
ly runs today in an attempt to 
integrate the long boycotted trans­ 
it line without benefit of a court 
decree. 
Police and city officials awaited 
the outcome of heavier travel lat­ 
er in the day before announcing 
whether they would challenge this 
second mass desegregation of a 
city bus line in the Deep South 
The Tallahassee City Commis­ 
sion went into closed session early 
this morning, apparently to decide 
on what if any action to take. 


TIIE REV. C. K. STEELE, local 
president of the National Aasocia 
lion for the Advancement of Col 
ored People, boarded one bus and 
toek a front seat He was unchal 
lenged by the driver or by police 
who witnessed the incident There 
were no white riders on the bus 
when Steele came on. 
First 
bus returning to m id­ 
town from runs into Negro resi­ 
dential areas brought in handfuls 
of Negroes sitting in the front, 
middle and rear sections. They 
had no white passengers, how 
ever. 
The Negroes decided at a mass 
meeting Sunday night to end their 
five-month boycott and to try to 
ride as equals of whites on the 
basis of a court order ending bus 
segregation four days ago at Mont­ 
gomery. Ala. 


BUS TRAVEL WAS FAR below 
normal because 3,700 Florida A AM 
Negro students and more than 6.­ 
500 Florida State University white 
students were away for the holi­ 
days, along with many of the 5,000 
or so state employes. 
Tallahassee has a population of 
about 40,000 


Hungary Marks 
First Christmas 
Season Since 1948 
BUDAPEST (UV-A heavy fall of 
snow that blanketed the ruina of 
Budapest lent a holiday air today 
to the capital that is celebrating 
its first Western style Christmas 
since the Communists took over 
Hungary in 1048. 
The Communist government lift 
ed the curfew to permit Catholics 
to attend midnight mass. Santa 
Claus replaced the Russian ' Fa­ 
ther Frost'' in the stores and there 
were religious displays of Christ 
in the manger and inscriptions of 
“peace on earth good will to men." 


LONDON HP—Poland announced 
today that Chinese Communist 
Premier Chou En-lat will visit 
Warsaw immediately a f t e r he 
meets with top Communist leaders 
in Moscow early in January. 
Chou announced in K a r a c h i . 
Pakistan, that he was cutting short 
his Southeast Asian tour to rush 
back to Peiping for consultations 
before flying to Moscow. 
In a news conference In Kara 
chi, Chou side-stepped a question 
as to whether his forthcoming vis­ 
it to Moscow- had any direct con­ 
nection with Southeast Asian views 
of Soviet intervention in Hungary 
He said the question was a “a very 
complicated one " 


CHOU ALSO REFERRED to the 
subject of the 10 Americana still 
held by Communist China. 
He 
said their release was being held 
up because the United States fail 
ed “to keep her side of the bar­ 
gain.” 
He charged there were many 
Chinese in American jails, and 
that the United States had “re­ 
leased only one and he was a men­ 
tal case." 
Chou’s r e m a r k s apparently 
dashed hopes for an early release 
pf th# Americans. 


CÉKJ'S IMPENDING visit to 
Poland was announced both by Ra­ 
dio Pieping and the Polish govern­ 
ment. 
A Chinese Communist Foreign 
Office communique broadcast by 
the Peiping Radio said the War 
saw government invited Chou “in 
order to strengthen further the 
friendship and the frafernal co­ 
operation" between the two coun­ 
tries. 
The Polish government news 
agency announced the Red Chin 
ese leader would arrive here “in 
the middle of January."

Hungary's Fight for Freedom 
Called Morf al Blow to Reds 
WASHINGTON OR - Vice Presi 
dent Richard M Nixon said today 
Hungary's fight for freedom has 
handed international Communism 
"a mortal blow from which it can­ 
not recover." 
Nixon made the statement to re 
porters at Washington National 
Airport on his return from Austria 
where he personally inspected the 
plight of Hungarian refugees. He 
returned convinced that America 
"must do more" to help the refu­ 
geesMrs Nixon and their two daugh 
ters were on hand to give him a 
joyous Christmas Eve “welcome 
home ' 
"WE HEAR A GREAT deal of 
talk today to the effect that the 
Hungarian refugees pose a difficult 
problem for the United Stales and 
the Free World,” Nixon said in 
his prepared arrival statement. 
“I am convinced, as a result of 
a first hand study of the situation 
that the courageous peoples who 
fought for freedom in Hungary 
should be considered a problem 
only to the Soviet Union 
"AS A RESULT of their sacri­ 


fice, international Communism has 
suffered a mortal blow from which 
it cannot recover. It has been ex­ 
posed as a gigantic failure 
For 
10 years the Communists had com­ 
plete control of Hungary. They 
concentrated their efforts on the 
intellectuals, 
students and the 
workers. However, it was these 
three groups who led the revolt 
against them.” 
Nixon said he will make specific 
recommendations to President Ei­ 
senhower before Jan. 1 on ways 
in which the United States can do 
its “full share" in helping the refu­ 
gees from H u n g a r y find Lew 
homes. 


NIXON 18 E X P E C T E D to 
recommend that the United States 
sharply increase its present quota 
of admitting 21.500 refugees to 
America. 
Nixon was met at the airport by 
a delegation of top government of 
final*., But he reserved his big­ 
gest smile for his wife. Pat. and 
his two daughters, who b u r s t 
through the crowd to greet him a 
few minutes alter he stepped off 
the plane.

NEW YORK HP—Designers who 
took the stiffness out of fashions in 
1996 are busy starching again for 
1957 ^ 
A group of thqui peered info 
their crystal ball» today for a 
forecast of the shape of the female 
in Ihe year ahead They decided 
the soft, clinging look is to be re­ 
placed by "some starch in the 
shape." 
"But none of the stiffness of a 
few years ago," said a spokesman 
for Ihe couture group of the New 
York Dress Institute. 
The designers decreed that the 
1912 or "My Fair Lady” influence 
no longer is influential. They now 
are digging into the 1930s for in­ 
spiration in dresses, suits, hats and 
other accessories. 
The Dress Institute spokesman 
said hemlines will "progress down­ 
ward" but not drastically for day 
time wear. The ankle-length of 
"de/ni-longueur" will catch on for 
evening The waistline, she added, 
"will return to normal . . . the 
empire is through." 
Shoulder shapes will be a bit 
squarer, but no return of the foot 
ball padding of the early 40 s is 
expected. 
"And black . . . well, black will 
be almost non-existent." said the 
institute forecaster 
Instead, the 
neutral shades will take over, and 
Ihe various hues of viole! will be 
tops in popularity for spring. 


Violet will dominate in the cos­ 
tume jewelry department too. The 
Jewelry Industry Council forecast 
an era of muted pastel shades in­ 
cluding mauves for spring White 
and turquoise will lake over in 
summer. 
Shoe designers expect the point­ 
ed toe to go right on into 1937, and 
one observer forecast more "amus­ 
ing shoes "—footwork fancier, to go 
with the longer skirts. 
Millinery also is reluming to the 
30 s for ideas. Balts Vierhaus of 
the Millinery Institute said the all- 
enveloping hat of spring 1956 is on 
its way out. 
Coming back are 
smaller hats, including cloches, 
profiles, and straws in a new-light 
material which the designers have 
dubbed "scuffle." 
Here, by individual designers, 
are some 1957 forecasters: 
Jane Derby: 
. . More soignee 
type clothes, in Ihe manner of the 
middle 30 s and Molyneux.” 
Arnold Scaasi: “. . . The chi-ehi 
effect will he replaced by the 30 s 
ehanel elegance. I expect 1957 
fashion to do away with the em­ 
pire-looking waistline . . ."
